HOW DID THEY ESOAPE? 

How Master Furbush and 
Captain James Robinson (who were 
in the baggage car coming home from 
Crewe) escaped, is a wonder to the 
railroad men. As stated above, the 
baggage car cleared the bri but 
was dashed into fragments by being 
thrown from the track down the em- 
bankment. The car was literally 

ed with immigrant leav- 
ing barely enough room for the two 
men to move around, and yet 
came out slightly bruised. 

AT THE WRECK. 
An Advance reporter was at the 
scene of the wreck early yesterd 
morning, but found that Superintend- 
ent Cassell had ed him, and had 
a telegraph operator at work sendi 
reports to Roanoke, and rintend- 
ing The superintendent 
cheerfully gave the reporter all the 
information obtainable. The bridge 
was an iron truss, with trestle under- 
neath. About 100 feet above it was 
the county road bridge, which was 
washed away, and was the cause of 
the railroad bridge going down. 
THE RISE IN THE OREEK. 
The water in the creek rose to the 
height of about thirty feet in an hour, 
marks on the trees at the. county 
bridge showed it was two feet over 
that point. The water cut the tobacco 
along the creek like a scythe, and tore 
big rocks up.

Farther storms, floods and cyclones are reported from Mexico, the damage done to 
property being enormous. Three villages have been almost destroyed by a cyclone, but 
as far as is known here there was no loss of life. 


Intelligence received at Plymouth last night (Sept. 30), reports the wreck, near Dur- 
ban, of the German barque Mary Emily, from Cardiff, with coals, on August 29th. All 
on board, numbering ten persons, perished. Four bodies were washed ashore, including 
the wife of Captain Burmeister. The vessel was 461 tons burden. 

Berlin, Oct. lst.—A disastrous railway accident happened at noon to-day, at Wild 
Park, between Stuttgart and Vachingen, a luggage train coming into collision with a 
passenger train. Seven persons were killed on the spot, and about thirty were injured 
more or less seriously. Three carriages were completely smashed. | 

Six British vessels, including a Royal gunboat, were reported as shipwrecked the third 
week in September; fifteen foreign vessels were wrecked, one Danish and one Norwegian 
vessel sunk by collision, the number of collision cases being eighteen, of which fourteen 
took place off the United Kingdom. Thirty persons lost their lives. 

Boston is still talking of John L. Sullivan’s candidature for Congress. Decent citizens 
are humiliated to think that the suggestion should be entertained for a moment, but it 
ig very seriously discussed in certain circles. It must not be forgotten that Sullivan has 
precedent in his favor, for a prize-fighter, one John Morriasy, once had a seat in Con- 
gress, and filled it not discreditably. 

New York, Oct. 1lst.—The town of Grand Haven, in the State of Michigan, is on fire. 
Hotels, stores, churches, and private houses have been reduced to ashes, and the remain- 
ing buildings are threatened. Many narrow escapes from death are reported, but so far 
as is known no one has been burnt to death. The damage to property is immense. It 
will barely be covered by $1,000,000, even though the fire be speedily extinguished. 

Bangor, Me., Sept. 13th.—It has been more than a month since any rain has fallen 
hereabout. Very destructive fires are raging, and the city is enveloped in a dense smoke. 
The condition of affairs is serious on the lines of the Maine Central and New Brunswick 
Railway. For miles a fire is raging on both sides of the track, nearly smothering the 
people on the trains. The country roads are impassable on account of the heat in many 
places. Counter fires have been started to save the villages. | 
New York, Sept. 28th.—It is reported from Birmingham, Alabama, that the negroes 
at Pratt’s Mines have risen against the white population in order to have revenge for the 
murder of a negress by a white ruffian, who was allowed to go unpunished. Troops have 


riot has broken out at Pratt’s Mines, near Birmingham. Three hundred armed blacks 
are reported to be burning the town, from which the women and children are fleeing. A 
detachment of troops has gone to the scene of the disturbance. The affair has arisen 
out of the killing of a negress by a man whose wife she insulted. 


New York, Oct, Ist. Details have arrived concerning the revolt of the negroes in the 
Inland of Navassa. It seems that the negroes, without any provocation, broke out into 


been sent to the disturbed district from Birmingham. Another telegram states: A negro 
rebellion on the morning of the 14th September, inaugurating their outbreak by murder- 
ing four officers of the Navassa Company, which owns the island. At noon on the same 
day the rebels attacked the manager's house. The inmates, taking refuge in an upper 
storey, resisted them for three hours, at the end of which time the negroes broke into the 
dynamite magazine, and commenced hurling bombs at the whites. The latter then 
essayed to reach another house, but many of them were killed before they could get 
under cover again. The revolt lasted until the 20th ult., when the British gunboat 
Forward resoued the survivors.

The Lord scourged him, his children re- 
belled, his wives were untrue, and he was bowed down under the fearful load 
he had taken upon himself. The patriarchs and prophets were burdened 
with the word of the Lord on this important matter: warnings, pleadings, 
and threatening fell from their lips as the people became forgetful of the 
judgments that had been decreed.” | 

Just previous to penning the words of this quotation its author had recorded 
the. decree of the Lord referred to, namely, “He or she that committed 
adultery shall surely die.” Thus, again, the teachings of the Elders of this 
Church substantially affirm that he or she who is guilty of the crime of 
adultery is worthy of death. While these remarks have special reference to 
those who have had unlawful intercourse with the opposite sex, yet no one 
will presume to defend the “decoying of women for immoral purposes” as a 
crime of much less heinousness. The man who “decoys” a person into the 
assassin’s hand, for instance, is no better than the fiend himself who plunges 
the dagger to the victim’s heart; and the same principle of complicity holds 
good in the case under consideration. 

Such quotations from the authoritative works of the Church, and from the 

utterances and writings of the Elders might be continued at great length ; 
but we forbear. People who will not, in view of what has already been 
written, give the Latter-day Saints credit for standing upon a Biblical plat- 
form respecting the question of chastity, would not change their opinion no 
matter what amount of evidence might be produced. It will be noticed by 
every thoughtful reader that the condemnation which this Church puts upon 
sexual corruption is ultra-severe, according to the ideas prevailing in the 
world. There is no other religious community of which we have any know- 
ledge, that dares to maintain a belief in the righteousness of a death penalty for 
the crime of adultery. The Saints claim no legal right, however, to enforce 
their views in this respect; but the whole tenor of their teachings instill into 
the minds of the Church membership a conviction that as death is a just 
punishment for the crime mentioned, though the guilty may escape the 
penalty in this life, they will have to suffer an equivalent puniahment in the 
next. The evil-doer has got to pay the penalty for his crimes. _ 

These wholesome teachings have borne their legitimate fruit, as the sexual 
purity of the Saints in general attest. There is not a community in the world 
to-day where there is leas licentiousneas—where there are fewer illegitimate 
children, than there are among the “Mormons.” If our enemies are unwill- 
ing to accept our testimony herein, they can take their own statistics, so far 


as these matters concern the world, and contrast them with the statements of 


honorable non-“Mormons” who have inquired into the moral status of the 
Saints. 

Thus for instance, Bishop D. S. Tuttle, at one time an Episcopal clergyman 
in Salt Lake City, in the course of a lecture on “Mormonism” delivered in 
New York City, said: “We of the east are accustomed to look upon the 
‘Mormons’ as either a licentious, arrogant or rebellious mob, bent only on 
defying the United States government. . That is not so. I know 
them to be honest, faithful, prayerful workers. . . They follow with the 
greatest care all the form of the old Church.” , 

Mrs. Emily Pitt Stevens, editor of the Pioneer, a woman’s journal, writes: 
“ Utah is the wisest and best governed of any large section of people in the 
United States. In Great Salt Lake City there is less of rowdyism, dranken- 
ness, gambling, idleness, theft, conspiracy against the peace of society, and 
crime generally than there is in any other city of the same population in the 
country, if not on the globe.” 

Elder Miles Grant, the well-known Adventist preacher, says: “There is 
less licentiousness in Salt Lake City than in any other of the same size in 
the United States; and were we to bring up a family of children in these 
last days of wickedness, we should have less fear of their moral corruption in 
that city than in any other.” 

General Thomas L. Kane, a distinguished Pennsylvanian, says: “I have 
not heard a single charge made against them as a community—against their 
habitual purity of life . . —that I do not, from my own observation or 
from the testimony of others, know to be false.” Such is the testimony of an 
American, General who spoke from an experience of four yeara among the 
“Mormon people, to whom he ascribes “habitual purity of life.” 

A special commission of the Nevada State Senate, appointed to report on 
the advisability of annexing Utah to Nevada, declared as follows: “Gam- 
bling and houses of ill-fame are not tolerated.” 

Captain Burton, in his City of the Saints, a work published by the Har- 
pers, among a multitude of other things says: “Mormonism is emphatically 
the faith of the poor.” “I cannot help thinking that morally and spiritually, 
as well as physically, its proteges gain by their transfer from Europe to Utah.” 
“In point of mere morality, the Mormon community is perhaps purer than 
any other of equal numbers” “The penalties against chastity, morality, 
and decency are exceptionally severe.” The wording in the last sentence is 
peculiar; but no one can fail to understand that the author means that crimes 
committed against chastity, morality, and decency are punished with severe 

Mr. James W. Barclay, M. P., in an article published in the National Quar- 
terly Review, says: “In morality the Mormons greatly excel the Gentiles in 
their midst. The figures conclusively prove that the Mormons are a sober, 
law-abiding people, and singularly free from the grosser forms of vice, what- 
ever may be alleged to the contrary by ignorant or prejudiced enemies.” 

Mr. Phil Robinson, in his book Sinners and Saints, writes: “I have seen 
and spoken to, and lived with, Mormon men and women of every class, and 
never in my life in any Christian country have I come in contact with more 
consistent piety, sobriety, and neighborly charity.” 
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Commenting on these and other testimonies, the Rev. John G Kimball, of 
Hartford, Connecticut, in an article published in The Index of Boston, Mass. 
says: “Now, what community on earth can present higher, stronger, or more 
conclusive testimony as to its virtues and intelligence than this? Ought it 
not to outweigh any amount of statements made by narrow, bitter, preju- 
diced, partisan leaders at home and abroad? It covers almost every point of 
good citizenship—those of education, patriotism, liberty, domestic life, morals 
and religion, as well as of industry, thrift and national well-being.” 

We have not introduced all the testimonies which were in the hands of 
this gentleman when he penned his quoted reflections. We have simply 
selected some of them that bear upon the subject of this article. Mr. Kim- 
ball is a non-“ Mormon ” but when such overwhelming testimony respecting 
the virtues of the Saints is presented to him, he has the honesty and courage 
to avow his convictions. 

We have already shown that the Elder of this Church who might attempt 
to “decoy” anyone, for any purpose, is violating his covenants. There is no 
species of deception sanctioned by the doctrines, leaders, or press of the 
“Mormon” people. Converts to this Church are not flattered by agreeable 
prospects into connecting themselves with it. On the contrary, they are 
taught that they must be ready and willing to sacrifice everything, even life 
itself if necessary, for the Gospel. Thus, for instance, it is recorded: 

Let us here observe, that a religion that does not require the sacrifice of all 
things never has power sufficient to produce the faith necessary unto life and 
salvation ; for, from the first existence of man, the faith necessary unto the 
enj nt of life and salvation never could be obtained without the sacrifice 
of all earthly things. It was through this sacrifice, and this only, that God 
has ordained that men should enjoy eternal life; and it is through the 
medium of the sacrifice of all earthly things that men do actually know that 
they are doing the things that are well-pleasing in the sight of Doc. 
and Cov., Sixth Chapter on Faith, par. 7). 

Again, the Deseret News says: “Every idea of securing temporal advantage 
from the step should be discarded. The Gospel should be embraced, employ- 
ment or no employment, prosperity or adversity, the disciple making every 
needed sacrifice for the sake of the truth. If our correspondent has heard 
the Gospel in its purity, it is his privilege, and that of all others similarly 
situated, to yield obedience to its requirements, and take cheerfully the con- 
sequences which frequently appear in the shape of abuse, vilification, persecu- 
tion, occasionally poverty and other inconveniences to match.” 

And the Sra, in the current volume, page 252, referring to the prospects 
that are held out to converts, says: “We are familiar with what the Mor- 
mon’ missionaries state to the people when talking to them about embracing 
the Gospel of Jesus Christ. They tell them, among other things, that if they 
do, their names shall be cast out for evil, that all manner of false accusations 
shall be launched against them, that they shall be ostracised from what this 
world terms respectable society, that they shall realize what it means to be 
looked upon as the filth und offscouring of this world, and, in fine, that 
they must be prepared to sacrifice home, kindred, friends, property, and per- 
haps life itself, for the Gospel’s sake.” | 

The Elders thus plainly acquaint the people with their prospective lot in

life, if they openly connect themselves with this Church. The Ang. 
mon” press is ready and willing to publish statements of what it alleges 
“Mormons” do with their converts; and we beg to suggest a change. Let 
that same press tell the world what the anti- Mormons” themselves purpose 
doing with our converts. There is a frightful record of mobocracy, riot, arson 
and murder to which it can appeal for evidence to show that anti-“ Mormon” 
resolves are not mere pretensions. There is plenty of proof to demonstrate 
the sincerity of the most monstrous professions. If our own representations 
to our own people are not straightforward and explicit enough to alter their 
determination to go to Utah, or to influence others from embracing the 
Gospel, perhaps a recital of the terrors of anti-“Mormonism” may have 
some weight in the premises, The experiment might be tried anyway. Our 
loss will be numbered solely among the fearful. 

What we have written herein in defense of the morality and virtue of 
the Saints is intended specially for the good of their traducers, The Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints has been founded by the instrumentality 
of Almighty God. The Saints are His people, and it were better that a mill- 
stone were hanged about a man’s neck, and that he were cast into the 
depths of the sea, than that he should offend God by vilifying the least of 
His acknowledged children. If the evidence we have just laid before the 
world is allowed to influence the course of some people, it will save them 
much unavailing regret hereafter. > a
